R. Hearst.}]—It probably would have inter- 
ested the officers of the Bache, which came 
in this afternoon, if they had known that 
they were being used as an object lesson 
in “range finding,“ both for torpedoes and 
gunnery practice, while entering the harbor. 
Such was the case, however, and there was 
not fiye minutes from the time they en- 
tered the ship channel till they dropped 
anchor near the wreck of the Maine when 
they were not under a bead from the guns 
of Morro and the new southwest shore bat- 
teries or else accurately located over the 
danger area of a submarine mine.

It is now stated that the request was 
never put in the shape of a demand, but 
that it was merely a suggestion on the part 
of in, and when she found that it would 
not pleasantly received by this country 
she promptly receded. 

Havana, March 7.—General Fitzhugh Lee, 
ot the United States, was 
questioned today arding Spain's 
for his recall.

“I. shall continue to do my duty, which is 
to guard American interests.” 

It is learned that Spain's suggestion was 
made originally upon a misapprehension, 
which was due to a newspaper report.

Sees a Threat of War. 


Under the circumstances the crisis exist- 
ing in connection with the relations betwcen 


‘Spain and the United States may be said to 


have reached an acute stage, and Spain can- 
not do otherwise than see in the action of 
the President a threat of war, as shown by

such dimensions as those asked by President 
McKinley, avowedly for purposes not peace- 
able, but warlike, and are never made save 
on the actual eve of the inauguration of 
hostilities, and if they precede the actual

— in the light of a direct act of provoca- 
tion. 
Unless, therefore, the Madrid government 


is devoid of all that national pride and sensi- 


tiveness which foreigners are accustomed 
to look for in the Spaniards to a greater 
degree than in almost any other European 
people, Premier Sagasta will see in the ap- 
plication of the President to Congress an 
act of such defiance and of such undisguised 
hostility that there can be but one response 
thereto—-namely: a declaration of war. 

The course taken by the President in the 


matter cannot but be felt by the Spaniards

The rejection of a demand for the recall 
of a consular or diplomatic report is most 
unusual, and cannot under the circum- 
stances be considered in any other light by 
the Madrid government and by the Span- 
ish people than a pronounced slight. Broad- 
ly speaking, diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives have no right to remain in a 
country to the authorities of which they 
may become, for one reason or another, ob- 
noxious. They are considered in the light 
of guests, enjoying in an altogether ex- 
ceptlonal degree the hospitality of the 
nation to which they are accredited. As 
soon as they become persona non grata they 
are in much the same position as guests 
who have outstaid their welcome and who 
are asked to leave, When the guest in 

uestion declines to leave, and is backed up 
in his position by his people, the attitude 
of the latter develops into a full-fledged at- 
front, generally leading to further extremi- 
ties. 

It is inconceivable that Premier Sagasta, 
who is one of the most experienced of states- 
men and crafty of politicians, and who as 
such must have known that in the present

ANOTHER WARSHIP FOR HAVANA 


Final Decision to Send the Oruiser Mont- 
gomery to Relieve the Fern, Which 
Will Carry Supplies. : 


Washington, D. C., March 7.—The decision 

of the Navy department concerning the send- 
ing of ships to Cuba was made known at 2 
o'clock this afternoon, when the following 
brief statement was posted by the Bureau 
of Navigation: 

“Montgomery will relieve the Fern at 
Havana. Fern will carry provisions to 
Matanzas and Sagua la Grande.” 3 

This conclusion was reached after confer- 
ences between the officials of the State and 
Navy departments, and is understood to be 
such an adjustment as will not lead to fur- 
ther objection by the Spanish government. 

The Fern is a dispatch boat without heavy 
armament or guns, although it belongs to 
the navy, and is technically a naval vessel. 
As it comes as near being a transport as 
anything in our naval service, the selecticn 
will accord with the Spanish suggestion that 
u transport or merchant ship undertake this 
carriage of relief supplies. 

The sending ot the Montgomery to 
Havana is pri y intended to replace the 
Fern, which is now at Havana. The Mont- 
gomery is an unarmored cruiser of 2,089 tons, 
with an armament of ten guns. The plans of 
the Navy department are to have the Mont- 
gomery start for Havana at once in order 


time to take on the relief supplies reaching 
there next Wednesday. It will be the second 
visit of the Montgomery to Cuba, as it has 
only recently returned from a trip to San- 
tlago de Cuba and Matanzas. 

Captain Crowninshield, chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, says that no time has been 
fixed for the stay of the Montgomery at 
Havana, as the only decision thus far 
reached is that it will replace the Fern there

Two knockouts, two decisions, one draw, 
and two bouts stopped in anticipation of 
knockouts were the result of seven goes at 
the America Athletic association last night.

show it to have been one of the most fearful 
natural visitations of “modern times. The 
water in the wells and streams has dried up 
and large rivers have shrunk to the size of 
ditches, miles and miles of farms have been 
burned over, and townships have deen 
blotted out by bush fires. The shipping has 
been stopped by the dense clouds of smoke. 
The fish in the rivers and the cattle and 
sheep on the plains have been destroyed and 
ne one yet knows hew many human beings 
have been lost. The towns and cities are 
flied with crowds of half-naked and terror- 
stricken people who have lost everything 
they have in the world. Following the awful 
blistering heat came storms and tornadoes 
which added to the terror and then epidemics 
began their deadly work, The visitation 
seems to have extended as far south as Mei- 
bourne. Though the Lmit of immediate re- 
sults has been reached, for at last accounts 


from the disaster. The harvests are de- 
stroyed, and having no wheat to export the 
Australians will have to purchase and are 
already sending their goid to San Francisco 
for that purpose.

June 80, 1899, $50,000,000." The House has 
also passed the bill,which has already passed 
the Senate, creating two additional regi- 
ments of artillery. The sentiment in Con- 
gress yesterday, before it was known Spain 
had receded from its request as to Consul 
General Lee, Was unanimous in support of 
the President’s decision on that question. 
Meanwhile it is stated on good authority 
that the attitude of Speaker Reed in the 
matter of iticreasing the artillery force was 
not so much to interpose an obstacle as to 
avoid raising unnecessary alarm, Speaker 
Reed, however, heed not have this fear any 
longer. The people will not be unneces- 
sarily alarmed. All they ask of Congress is 
to have everything in readiness in case there 
is cause for alarm. Happily the sentiment 
of Congress yesterday was decidedly in 
favor of that readiness. Representative Liv- 
ingston of Georgia sounded the true note 
when he said: Congress ought to be solid- 
ly behind the President now. This is no 
time for criticism or bickering of any kind. 
In the face of an impending foreign war 
party lines should be forgotten. We are 
Americans first, partisans afterward.” 


QONSUL GENERAL LEE WILL 

While there is no oceasion for surprise 
in the report that Consul General Lee is 
looked upon as “persona non grata” by 
the Spanish authorities, his withdrawal 
from Havana at tife present time would 
not only be regarded as a calamity to 
American interests but to Spanish inter- 
ests as well. He has discharged his dif- 
ficult and delicate duties with such rare 
judgment, courage, and fidelity that thc 
whole American people have come to have 
entire faith in him and to believe that 
in such an emergency as the present his 
services cannot be safely dispensed with. 
On the other hand, had Spain insisted upon 
such a step it would have been widely re- 
garded as marking the close of diplomatic 
relations between the two governments. 
Its reason would have been lwoked for 
in the fact that a man of less vigor and 
courage was desired at the Cuban capital 
to care for American interests—ohe who 
could look upon the horrors of starvation 
and other tortures, through which the 
victims of Spanish cruelty have been pass- 
ing for three years past, without a feel- 
ing of sympathy or daring to express it 
if he had. For this is the only charge that 
has been brought against General Lee 
@ charge which is creditable alike to his 
manhood and his humanity. | 

The fact that the Madrid government 
has withdrawn its demand for General 
Lee’s recall is therefore calculated to re- 
move one reason for tension between the 
two governments, and there will be uni- 
versal gratification at the reccipt of the 
courageous Consul General's assurance 
1 shall continue to do my duty, which 
is to guard American interests.” The right 
man in the right place, the American people 
intrust those interests to his hands with 
entire confidence. The candor, courage, 
and prudence which he has exhibited 
throughout have been in most significant 
contrast with the sneaking duplicity of the 
discredited De Lome.

THE POWERS CLOSING IN ON CHINA. 


Advices from Pekin distinctly foreshadow 


n renewal, in aggravated form, of the com- 
plications between the powers” which 


have been contending for precedence in 
China. Russia, instead of accepting the 
consummation of the Anglo-German loan 
as a “knock-out” for its policy in the 
Orient, is evidently determined to share in 
at least equal proportion with the guaran- 
tors of the loan in the advantages expected 
to follow from that act. In other words, 


without the disposition or ability to sup- 


ply the loan itself, Russia has determined 
that no other power shall gain any advan- 


tage over it by coming to the aid of the 


Chinese Empire in its emergency. 

The geographical location of Russia's 
Asiatic possessions along the northern bor- 
der of the Chinese Empire gives to the 
former an advantage in dictating terms 
to the latter, which, judging by its past his- 
tory, will not be neglected. That this will 
now be employed to the utmost is indi- 
cated nöt only by the refusal of Russia 
to name any date for the evacuation of 
Port Arthur—which it has been occupying 
ostensibly by permission of the Chinese 
-government as a winter port—but also by 
its demand for concessions equal to those 
granted to Great Britain and Germany for 
guaranteeing the Chinese lpan, with the 
added threat that if this demand is not 
complied with it will proceed to take forci- 
ble possession of Manchuria, which means 
also the occupation of the entire Liao Tung 
Peninsula, including Port Arthur and Ta- 
Lien-Wan. Later advices—possibly some- 
what premature, but likely to be eventually 
confirmed in whole or in part—state that 
Russia’s new demand has already been 
acceded to in the form of. a lease of the 


two ports dust named, extending over a 
period of nine years. 

The suc®@@ss ot Russia, it is now hinted, 
is to be followed by a like demand on the 
part of France for concession in southern 
China; and thus the partition of the 
Chinese Empire, arrested temporarily dur- 
ing the last few weeks, is likely to go on. 
That France and Russia are operating 
u concert and with a distinct purpose 
to circumvent the plahs of Great Britain 
and Germany may be taken for granted 
in view of the relations of the several gov- 
ernments to each other. 

Another significant feature of the situa- 
tion is furnished in the reported demand 
of Japan for some official assurance thut 
it is to receive from China the balancu 
of the indemnity for the expenses of tle 
late Chinese war, due in May next, and 
for which it has been holding the port of 
Wei-Hai-Wei as a guaranty. Failing to 
secure payment it will, of course, proceed 
to occupy the port permanently, although 
there is reason to believe that this would 
be regarded as hostile to the plans of Rus- 
sia, which evidently look to the exclusion 
of Japan from any part in the partition 
of either northern China or Corea. While 
Japan might welcome a pretext for re- 
taining Wei-Hai-Wei, it is evident that the 
proceeds of the indemnity would come in 
very acceptably at the present time to 
enable it to pay for warships already or- 
dered or whieh it may desire to order in the 
future. 

With all the powers closing in and press- 
ing their claims upon China at once, the 
future of the “ Flowery Kingdom ” is any- 
thing but hopeful. It affords no occasion 
for surprise to see Russia not only perma- 
nently appropriating what it has already 
oceupied temporarily by permission of 
China but also laying its hand on the 
northeastern provinces of the empire and 
upon Corea. This is in accordance with 
the program long since mapped out under 
the pretext of obtaining a southern terminus 
and open port on the Pacific for its trans- 
siberian railway.

NEBRASKA FREIGHT LAW INVALID. 

The Supreme Court of the United States 
has at last given a decision in the Nebraska 
maximum freight rate case, which was 
argued last May. William J. Bryan ap- 
peared before the court at that time and 
made an elaborate and, as the result proves, 
an unsticcessful argument in support of the 
railroad law which the court has decided is 
unconstitutional. | 

Five years ago the Nebraska Legislature 
enacted a law regulating the rates on local 
freights—on business done exclusively with- 
in the State. The roads which were affect- 
ed attacked the validity of the law on sev- 
eral grounds, the principal one being that 
the rates fixed by it were unreasonably low, 
and that therefore the State was seeking to 
“deprive them of their property without 
due process of law.” 

Two years ago Justice Brewer, sitting in 
the Circuit ‘Court, enjoined the State offi- 
cials from attempting to enforce the law on 
the ground that the proposed change in 
rates was too great. He estimated that the 
reduction in freight rates would be almost 
BO per cent. He deemed such a reduction 
unreasonable. 

_At the same time the Justice stated that 
no rule had been laid down by the Supreme 
Court by which the reasonableness of rates 


of computation should be what it had cost 
to build a road or what it would cost to du- 
plicate it now. In his argument before the 
Supreme Court Mr. Bryan contended that 
the latter basis was the one to be adopted.

e Canadian Pacific raliwa a 
\aving abandoned all 
American lines and the Grand Trunk, have 
entered upon a fierce competition for the 
Alaska trade by reducing rates in a way 
that promises to deprive all transcontinental 
lines of all profit trom summer travel. 

It has been necessary for the Grand Trunk 
and American roads to meet the reduction 
and accept the sesults without flinching. 
The general belief is that the Canadian Pa. 
cific is acting under the advice and with 
the support of the Canadian government 
and that the cut in rates is a political meas- 
ure to increase, if possible, the business of 
Canadian towns in fitting parties for the 
gold fields. 

The Eastera trunk lines are involved in 
this contest. Before they could come to 
any agreement with the Canadian Pacific 
that road cut rates from Boston, New York, 
and Philadelphia and allowed Amefican 
lines to Whistle. But the war has only just 
begun, and the Canadiafl Pacific may find 
that it needs a richér government than the 
Canadian to support its performance. The 
American lines will fight, and there is likely 
to be such a turmoil that the Canadian. bond- 
ms privilege will be revoked. 

t is quite probable that the Canadian road 
will be starved and tired out, for it is likely 
to carry a small number of passengers at low 
rates. American lines will doubtless con- 
trol the bulk of the Alaska traffic during the 
summer, and if there is any relief from low 
rates in heavily loaded trains American 
press will get it.

of forming a “ League of Farmhouse Indus- 
tries and Domestic Manufactures.” Mra 
Candace Wiieeler, who has been President 
of the Society of Associated Artists of New 
Tork, presented the subject. 

„The movement has for its object the 
formation in each State of an organization 
for the encouragement and consolidation of 
farmhouse industries and domestic manu- 
factures. These manufactures already exist 
without general recognition or the conse- 
quent market which would foster their de- 
velopment. They have been founded upon 
the dominant product of each State; in 
cotton-growing States there are various 
domestic weavings; in flax-growing States, 
such as Oregon, household linens. In Utah, 
California, and several of the Southern 
States silk-raising and reeling are among the 
industries. 

Mrs. Wheeler’s idea is to form these 
State organizations and then consolidate 
them into a national one, holding a yearly 
congress for report and conference. 

It is desired that the State organizations 
be managed by women whose opportunities 
for travel and observation would enable 
them to direct production and establish 
standards of excellence for it. It is also the 
plan to establish associate drganizations 
in every city, town, and village.

Mrs. Brown asserts that she was the 


founder and originator of the National W. 
C. T. U., and that upon one occasion, be- 
fore Miss Willard's death, when Mr. Brown 
came to Chicago and laid her claim be- 
fore the officers of the union in Woman's 
Temple, he was shown scant courtesy and 
his claim was laughed out of court, 


“ Miss Willard never claimed to be the 
founder of the unlon,“ said Mrs. Katherine 


Lente Stevenson, corresponding secretary 
of the N. W. C. T. U. The institution had 


no individual founder. It sprang from the 
crusade against intemperance. Miss Willard 
was not active in the crusade, although she 
was deeply interested in it. She attended 
the convention of 1874, and was made cor-

President in 1879. Mrs. Brown was identi-

But a contrary state of affairs has been often 


known to exist, as can be verified by a certain school of this character not far away, 


where so many of the young women are either e 


engaged to young ministers, or if they 


are training for work in foreign fields; do not expect to go there alone. 4 | 

To this school there came a few years ago a man and a young woman. We will 
call the young man James, because he was of the stalwart type of manhood usually 
associated with that apostle of good works, and let us call the young woman Dorcas, 
for she was known for her charity atid made many garments for the poor. 


The Bible training school follows closely the lines laid down by the university or 


college. There is a two years’ course of hard study and practical work among the poor 
of the city. James and Dorcas met regularly each morning in the lecture-room, while 
in the Sunday school James had a class of sturdy boys and Dorcas taught the infant 
class of girls. As a matter of course, they came to be well acquainted, and after a while 
when Dorcas had been given the care of a street James went with her in the evening 
to lead the prayer meetings, and as they walked home together evening after evening 
and talked over the day’s events, what could be niore natural than that they should 


fall in love—which they did. 


The weeks and months sped quickly by and the course of true love for James 
and Dorcas, contrary to the old adage, ran smoothly enough, and the end of the two 
years’ course was approaching. They both rejoiced that they had entered the school 
at the same time and would receive their diplomas together. In the days of their long 
courtship they had decided to give their lives to the work of saving the heathen and 
made their arrangements to go to New York at the end of the term and offer their 


services to the Board of Foreign Missions. 


When the time came and they rec@ved their diplomas they bade good-by to their 
friends in this city, and in company with a small party of fellow-students, who, like 
themselves, were candidates for the foreign field, started for New York. | | 

There did not seem to be a cloud on the horizon of their happiness. Their record 

in the training school had been of the best, and they were recommended as most 
desirable candidates and had no fear they should not be appointed. |

The Duke of York is in financial difficul- 
ties, and Lord Salisbury is being pestered 
by the Queen and the Prince of Wales to 
make an application to Parliament to pro- 
vide the Duke either with an annuity of 
$125,000 a year, similar to that enjoyed by 
the Duke of Connaught, the youngest sur- 
viving son of the Queen, or else with a lump 
sum down. sufficient to place him on his 
financial legs and to free him from his em- 
barrassment. 
The application is to be made on the 
2 at the Duke fulfills so many pub- 
le duties, especially in connection with the 
representation of royalty, that ought by 
rights to be fulfilled by the sovereign her- 
self, that it is impossible for him to make 
both ends meet on the allowance which he 
receives” frém his royal father, the im- 
pecunlous Prince of Wales. 
And it is urged by the royal family that 
at the time when all the crown property 
was surrendered by the sovereign to the 
nation it was expressly stipulated that the 
latter should at all times provide adequate 
allowances for all the members of the reign- 
ing house, and that the nation made a 
splendid bargain at the time, since the rev- 
enues today of the property ceded by the 
crown during the third decade of the pres- 
ent century now is at least six times as 
large as the annuities grudgingly paid by 
the nation under the head of “‘ civil list“ to 
the sovereign and to her children. 
The people, however, decline to look upon 
it-in this light, but persist in regarding the 
annuities paid in the royal families not as 
a quid pro quo for value received, but as 
an act of favor on the part of the taxpayers— 
In one word, as a sort of stipend paid in re- 
turn for the representative duties of royalty. 
Some years ago—it was at the time of the 
marriage of the Duchess of Fife, if I rerhem- 
ber aright—Parliament was induced to in- 
crease the allowance of $200,000 paid to the 
Prince of Wales by $170,000 a year for the 
express purpose ot providing for his chil- 
dren, and the Cabinet of the day gave a 
sort of half promise that no further appli- 
‘cations for money for this particular branch 
of the reigning house should be made to the 
‘nation. - 
But since then conditions have changed. 
The Prince of Wales has become an older 
man., and his consort is no longer so strong 
as she was. Consequently much of their 
‘representative duties, as well as those that 
‘ought to be performed by the Queen her- 
self, are thrown upon the Duke’g*shoulders. 
As he is far from strong in health—his 
‘constitution, in fact, being very frail—he 
‘experiences a good deal more trouble in 
‘borrowing money than his father and has to 
pay a higher rate of interest. And debts 
have been piling up on every side against 
‘him until matters have reached a crisis. 
The Prince of Wales cannot help him. 
since he is head over ears in debt himself, 
and as the Queen, who could come to his 
rescue, has no inclination to do so, no al- 
‘ternative remains but an appeal to Parlia- 


me 


nt. , 
It is probable that an excuse will be found 


‘for the application in the announcement 
that the Duke is about to undertake a royal 
progress through England’s empire beyond 
the seas, and that in view of the important 
role that he is expected to play in the col- 
onies it is Indispensable that he should have 
more money. 

The whole of the Duke's difficulty has 
arisen in his being expected to act as one 
of the two foremost figures of a society the 
principal members of which live at the 
minimum rate of half a millién dollars a 
year, whereas he whose expenses are in- 
finitely greater has to content himself with 


less than $100,000. 


Ot course he cannot vie or even keep the 
pace with such peers as the Duke of Bed- 
Tord, Devonshire, Portland, Northumber- 
land. Atholl, or Westminster; with Mar- 
quises such as Lords Zetland, Londonderry, 


and Lansdowne; with Earls such as Lords 
Cadogan, Rosebery, Fitzwilliam, Derby, etc., 


who have all ten and even twenty times his 
income. And yet the nation expects him to 


keep up more state and pomp than any one 
ot them. It is not the Duke who isto blame, 
but the system and the people. 


The Duchess of Buccleuch, one of the 
most powerful leaders of English society 


and Grand Mistress of the Household to the 


Queen, is busily engaged in organizing a 
further development of her attitude of ex- 
clusiveness against the newcomers into the 
great world who have won their way either 
through riches or through what are known 
as “international” marriages. She is the 


most rigid upholder of class. Gistinctions 


in the peerage, and will never admit to her 
home circle any persons excepting her own 
friends, who are all blue-blooded, and has 
constantly set her face against American 
and colonial millionaires, the only one of 
the former to whom she has ever shown the 
least degree of graciousness having been 
Mr. William Waldorf Astor. 

In common with the Duchess of Portland, 
the Countess of Cowper, and several other 
equally great ladies of light and leading, she 
is engaged in forming a select league the 
members of which will agree to close their 
doors against those members of the nobility 
who seek to Infuse fresh money and life into 
their impoverished estates by rich American 
and colonial marriages. eet 

The sentiment of these ladies is not so 
much against the American wives. selected 
by the English aristocracy as it is against 
the train of pushing relatives which follow 
in their wake, Mr. and Mrs. Bradley Martin, 
the father and mother of the young Countess 
of Craven, and Mr. and Mrs. Bonynge, the 
parents of Lady Deerhurst, having in par- 
ticular excited the ire of the great ladies 
in question by their efforts to secure a 
foothold in English society through the 
marriages of their daughters. | 

The Kaiser does not mind abuse, but he 
resents ridicule, and it is said that he has 
instructed his Ambassador in London to 
find out whether the Lord Chamberlain in 
his capacity as censor of the drama and of 


all the theaters in London cannot put a 


stop to a lyrical affront to which his 
Majesty is being. nightly subjected ina 
number of London music halls and variety 
shows by the singing amidst great applause 
—the audience joining in the chorus—of the 
following doggerel verses anent his Majes- 
ty’s speech about the mailed fist of Ger-

Of course there is no truth in the report 
circulated in the London press to the effect 
that Lord Cromer, who now exercises the 
powers of a Richard Croker in Egypt, is 
about to abandon his position as British 
resident and practical controller of the 
Khediviate for the purpose of accepting a 
seat in the Cabinet as Foreign Min- 
ister in the place of Lord Salisbury. 
Those who originated this story are 
manifestly ignorant of the fact that 
Lord Cromer is so pronounced a Liberal 
that he has remained true to Mr. Gladstone, 
and could therefore under no circumstances 
accept a seat in a Cabinet presided over by 
Lord Salisbury, although he might do so in 
a Rosebery Cabinet. 

One of the most notable appointments 
made on the recommendation of the Prince 
of Wales to the office of Royal British Com- 
missioner for the Paris exhibition of 1900 
is that of the new multi-millionaire, John 
Murray Scott, the son of an tmpecunious 
English doctor at Boulogne, who became
